New Mexico Pushes* RTM Despite Temporary Setback 
Despite a temporary reversal, the New Mexico campaign 
for a RTW law is pressing ahead. Its sponsors, including 25 
leading organizations in the state, say they are certain of 
eventual success. 
A resolution calling for a UTU amendment to the State 
Constitution was defeated narrowly in flu* Senate. An initial 
17-16 vote favoring the resolution was ruled invalid because 
the tie was broken by the Lieutenant Governor. In the sec­ 
ond vote, one legislator switched to the side of the labor 
bosses and the resolution was defeated by a vote of 17 to 15 
Cecil Black, Executive Director of the Educational t om 
mittee for Voluntary Union Membership, said he has definite 
plans to continue the battle. 
New Mexico citizens on both sides of the RTW issue ex­ 
pressed bitter criticism against the constant intervention 
from Washington in behalf of the labor overlords. Mrs. Ele­ 
anor Roosevelt, Chairman of the so-called National Council 
for Industrial Peace, and Democratic National Chairman 
Paul Butler drew public reminders that the issue was “none 
of their business” when they exhorted legislators to vote 
down the resolution. 
When Mia. Roosevelt sent a special message congratulat 
mg the legislature for rejecting the proposal, the New .Mex­ 
ico House of Representatives voted by acclamation to reject 
the message, and the sponsor of the motion then suggested 
instead “that it (the message) be burned.”
